HOPES NOT 
REALISTIC' 


Petition slammed as making expectations too high 


THE leader of Dover District 
Council has warned about 
people’s “unrealistic” expec¬ 
tations for an “all-singing, 
all-dancing hospital”. 

Cllr Paul Watkins also highlighted 
the importance of modern health 
facilities and stated that promising a 
district hospital for the area was doing 
the public “a disservice”. 

But his comments came just a week 
before MP Gwyn Prosser and a dele¬ 
gation of campaigners head to 
Downing Street to hand in their peti¬ 
tion of 27,000 signatures calling for a 
general hospital in the town.

The success of the petition is down 
to a group of campaigners calling 
themselves the New Dover Hospital 
Group, as well as the support of local 
Tory and Labour politicians Charlie 
Elphicke and Mr Prosser. 

Their fight is for a main hospital 
instead of the health centre proposed 
by the Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT 
and East Kent Hospitals Trust. 

Cllr Watkins, however, made it clear 
during a council meeting on Wed¬ 
nesday last week that he was con¬ 
cerned about the “unrealistic” hopes of 
the people of Dover. 


He emphasised the need to concen¬ 
trate on getting modem, accessible 
health facilities for the area and 
the importance of stepping away from 
the idealistic hopes for a general 
hospital in the town. 

He said: “It is unrealistic to expect 
an all-singing, all-dancing hospital in 
Dover. What we need is a replacement 
for a Victorian slum that is falling 
down. 

“We need to plan realistically for the 
future. I’m going for realism that will 
deliver the best we can get.

MP will join 
group giving 
petition to 
Downing St

A FINANCIAL adviser who 
swindled almost £450,000 
out of his customers has 
been jailed for three and a 
half years. 

Gordon Benville, 50, of Wellington 
Parade in Walmer, had previously 
pleaded guilty at Canterbury Crown 
Court to 12 offences of obtaining 
money transfers by deception, 
totalling £440,637.64, as well as four 
fraud offences. 

Benville had been trading under 
the name Kingsfield Commercial 
Funding when Kent Police’s serious 
economic crime unit began an inves¬ 
tigation following reports from two 
people concerning the financial 
advice he had given them. 

It was discovered he had conned 
several others, including two pen¬ 
sioners, and as a result he was sus¬ 
pended by the Financial Services 
Authority and his assets were frozen. 

Kent Police said many of the vic¬ 
tims, including a 74-year-old man 
and 72-year-old woman, had been 
left with financial problems. 

Nigel Pilkington, head of the South 
East complex casework unit, said: 
“Gordon Benville appeared to be 
plausible and talk with apparent 
expertise, but he took the life savings 
of trusting individuals and caused 
real financial hardship. 

“He did this with ease and without 
conscience and provided them with 
false information.” 

Many of Benville’s clients were

friends of his whom he encouraged 
to sign incomplete mortgage appli¬ 
cations which he later completed 
himself, asking for a higher amount 
then needed. 

Mr Pilkington said: “He lied from 
the start. In some cases victims’ life 
savings were wrapped up in these 
arrangements. 

“He took advantage of his friend¬ 
ship with the victims and breached 
the trust imposed on him by his 
professional body. Despite knowing 
this, he carried on involving himself 
in more fraudulent schemes.” 

The Financial Services Compen¬ 
sation Scheme (FSCS) has begun 
paying claims against the independ¬ 
ent advisor.

do need to press for better facilities.” 

But today the voices of more than 
27,000 people are being heard at 
Number 10 in the form of a petition 
and Mr Prosser is hopeful the 
Government will listen. 

He said: “I take my hat off to 
Pauline Major, especially for the 
fantastic job in collecting so many 
signatures. 

“I’m looking forward to joining the 
group to hand the petition in to 
Downing Street. 

“It’s important to raise the profile 
of Dover’s needs and get the best for 
my constituents.” 

Campaigner Reg Hansell is also 
hoping the petition will have an 
effect on the ongoing fight for a gen¬ 
eral hospital. 

The Eythorne parish councillor 
met up with Tory shadow health sec¬ 
retary Andrew Lansley and mem¬ 
bers of the GP consortium last week 
to discuss future health facilities. 

He said: “It was a very useful meet¬ 
ing. He was well on top of the subject 
and we were very impressed with 
everything he said. 

“Although at times meetings like 
this can be about politics, Mr Lans¬ 
ley showed genuine concern. 

“He went into great depth and 
agreed with our need for a proper 
hospital. He also said he didn’t agree 
with the proposals for a polyclinic.” 

Charlie Elphicke, Tory parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Dover and Deal, 
has been rallying alongside cam¬ 
paigners and arranged the meeting 
with Mr Lansley. 

He said: “The key thing is to bring 
in at the very least GP-led emer¬ 
gency services and in-patient beds. 

“This is key to Dover getting a 
main hospital. We won’t rest until we 
get this - we must stay on target.” 

But Cllr Watkins believes the way 
to gain better health care is to focus 
on services that people feel are the 
most important. 

He said: ‘We lost out to save Kent 
and Canterbury Hospital and the 
QEQM in Margate. 

“Now we’ve seen Dover decline to 
the point where we’ve been designat¬ 
ed a community hospital without 
any beds. 

‘We have to see how can we get the 
best for the community and if we 
need beds then that’s where we 
make our case. 

‘We have to be realistic in what 
we’re fighting for.”

Chef digs in to produce fresh dishes and save food miles 


THE owner of a restaurant in 
Dover has launched a campaign 
promoting the use of home-grown 
food as a way of beating the credit 
crunch. 

Dave Flynn, who opened The Allotment in 
June 2007, has been a chef for more than 30 
years and his self-sufficient catering style has 
proved a hit with customers. 

Originally from Twickenham in south-west 
London, Mr Flynn has worked internationally 
as well as in the UK and through his idea of 
involving the community in his cooking has 
brought regular visitors to his restaurant. 

He works closely with allotment owners, who

supply him with their excess produce and in 
return he offers meal vouchers or reduced 
prices on certain dishes. 

He said: “Fuelled by the credit crunch, there 
is no doubt that people are recognising the need 
to look at ways of cost savings, particularly for 
food. 

“I know as an allotment owner, and the many 
like-minded people who come to my restaurant, 
that growing your own is a real way for the 
consumer to look towards saving money on the 
day-to-day food bills. 

“It’s something I believe in passionately and 
when coming to The Allotment I’m only too 


pleased to pass on advice and experience to 
customers about food self-sufficiency as well as 
my personally-created recipes and menus.” 

The restaurant, in Dover High Street, also 
promotes the need to reduce food miles and the 
damage caused to the environment by 
travelling suppliers. 

By serving homegrown food, produced and 
supplied by the community, Mr Flynn believes 
he can help ease the strain on the environment. 

Allotment owners are regular visitors to the 
restaurant, often bringing with them examples 
of their produce as well as meeting others to 
discuss ways of becoming further involved in 
supplying The Allotment with fresh produce.

Man is critical 
after car crash 

A MAN from Deal is in a critical condition 
after being airlifted to hospital following a 
crash near Dover’s Western Docks. 

His wife and two young children were 
also injured in the collision, which hap¬ 
pened at 2.10pm on Friday. 

Although the cause of the crash is still 
unknown, it is believed the couple’s red 
Renault car hit a roundabout and then 
a wall. 

The man’s wife, thought to be in her 
20s, was taken to the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford with serious injuries. 

Kent Police have said she is in a stable 
condition. 

Her husband, also in his 20s, who was 
driving, was taken to hospital by air 
ambulance with head injuries. 

He remains in a critical condition in a 
London hospital. 

The two children were taken to the 
William Harvey Hospital, although they 
have since been released. 

Kent Police closed the road while the 
serious collision investigation unit and 
other emergency services attended. 

Police have not yet named the driver or 
passengers.

Honour for 
dedicated 
sports men 

TWO men who have dedicated their 
time to helping young people play sport 
have been honoured in the House of 
Commons. 

William Hay, from St Margaret’s, and 
Richard McCarthy, from Dover, received 
Local Hero Awards for their services to 
football and refereeing. 

The pair were nominated by Dover 
and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser, who 
praised them for the work they have 
put in over the years. 

He presented Mr McCarthy with his 
certificate at the House of Commons, 
and Mr Hay, who was not well enough 
to attend the ceremony, at his home in 
St Margaret’s. 

Mr Prosser said: “The big gongs and 
ceremonial honours all too often go to 
the so-called great and good. 

“To people who have enjoyed lucrative 
careers rather than the real heroes in 
our communities who work tirelessly 
for no material rewards whatsoever. 

“There are lots more local heroes in 
my constituency, of course, but it’s nice 
to see these two, who have each dedicat¬ 
ed more than 40 years of voluntary 
service, get the recognition that they 
deserve.” 


False floor hid 
20k of cocaine 


A DRUG-SMUGGLING duo have 
been sentenced to 33 years in 
prison after being caught with 
cocaine valued at £800,000 at the 
Port of Dover. 

Sotiris Andreas, 50, and Pavlos 
Andronicou, 61, both from En¬ 
field, were found guilty at 
Canterbury Crown Court of 
importing 20 kilos of the Class A 
drug through the Eastern Docks 
in September 2007. 

Almost half of the cocaine was 
100 per cent pure and the street 
value would have increased 
significantly when ‘cut’ by drug 
dealers. 

In total, the estimated value 
would have been more than 
£1 million. 

Officers of HM Revenue and 
Customs discovered the contra¬ 
band in a false floor running the 
length of a vehicle driven by 
Andreas on September 30. 

Andronicou, who was travelling 
in a separate vehicle, was arrest¬ 
ed at a later date. 

Both men were charged with 
the importation of a Class A drug. 

Andreas was sentenced to 14 
and a half years in jail and 


Andronicou, who is serving two 
and a half years at Belmarsh 
prison for cannabis importation, 
will serve 19 years. 

Malcolm Bragg, assistant inves¬ 
tigation director, said: “This con¬ 
viction is the latest success for 
HM Revenue and Customs. 

“Our investigators, now work¬ 
ing alongside detection officers 
from the UK Border Agency at 
ports and airports, continue to 
play a key role in protecting com¬ 
munities by reducing the avail¬ 
ability of drugs on UK streets. 

“We will not hesitate to pursue 
those who commit this type of 
offence so that they can be effec¬ 
tively prosecuted by the Revenue 
and Customs Prosecution Office. 

“The sentence handed down 
will act as a deterrent to those 
contemplating this serious form 
of criminality and clearly shows 
that crime doesn’t pay.”

Waiting time is cut 

A PRIVATE audiology company has 
reduced its waiting times for patients 
needing hearing aids. 

Hearbase Ltd, based in Folkestone, has 
worked with the Eastern and Coastal 
Kent Primary Care Trust to cut the time 
from 88 weeks to just eight for NHS 
patients in Dover, Canterbury, Ashford 
and Folkestone. 

More than 2,000 patients have been 
seen so far and the NHS waiting list 
target for a consultation has been met 
and reduced to eight weeks after the ini¬ 
tial consultation with a GP. 

Patients are also provided with after¬ 
care at 27-32 Maison Dieu Road, Dover, 
including hearing tests and battery 
replacement. 

Managing director Mark Scutchings 
said: “While NHS patients in many parts 
of the country are still waiting more than 
a year for a digital hearing aid, that is 
not the case in Dover.”

Channel bookings up 

SUMMER ferry bookings are on the up 
as travellers choose low-price fares to the 
Continent. 

P&O Ferries has reported a ten per 
cent rise in bookings for August, with the 
increase believed to be down to poor Brit¬ 
ish weather and cheap ferry prices. 

Sarah Staughton, head of marketing at 
P&O, said: “There may be a credit 
crunch, but people are fed up with doom 
and gloom and are finding ways to go 
abroad without breaking the bank. 

“People know a good deal when they 
see one. We’ve got fares from £37 for 
families to take their cars across.”

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Elderly service axed but 
better care is promised 


A SERVICE providing 
round-the-clock help for 
elderly people is being 
shut down because of 
financial difficulties. 

White Cliffs Careline, which was 
started in 1987 by Dover District 
Council, provides 24-hour assis¬ 
tance to vulnerable people, offering 
reassurance and a link to the 
emergency services. 

At the push of a button, those 
using the service can get immedi¬ 
ate help from control centre staff, 
enabling them to live independ¬ 
ently but with added support. 

However, following a review in 
2006, it was revealed that the 
provision had a deficit of £174,000

and was running at a substantial 
loss. 

During a council meeting on 
Thursday last week it was decided 
the service would close by April 
next year with an alternative put 
in place. 

In the consultation period prior to 
the meeting, 86 per cent of the care¬ 
line’s clients said arrangements 
could be made for a transfer to 
another careline, with four per cent 
making their own arrangements. 

Cllr Sue Nicholas, portfolio hold¬ 
er for housing, said: “Modem tech¬ 
nology is progressing, but we can’t 
afford to carry this out. 


“An alternative is best for the 
2,500 people we serve as they will 
be able to get a cheaper and much 
more advanced service. 

“That is no criticism to the staff 
working at the careline at the 
moment, but other providers will 
be able to give a cheaper and bet¬ 
ter service as we just don’t have 
up-to-date equipment.” 

Other council members, how¬ 
ever, were against the decision and 
felt that no alternative was being 
put in place. 

Cllr Mark Furnival, portfolio 
holder for ICT, consumer affairs 
and HR, said: “This is a cut - there 
is no other provision being intro¬ 
duced. Where is the alternative for 
these people?” 


But council leader Paul Watkins 
stressed the importance of the 
decision. 

He said: “Clients can have a 
seamless transition to another 
provider which, in all probability, 
will give a better service. 

“If we don’t do this now we will 
be denying them what they need.” 

Despite 15 councillors opposing 
the recommendation, the vote was 
carried and it was confirmed that 
the care line would close in April. 

Cllr Charles Kirby said: “This is 
of great benefit to the people we 
care about. At the moment they 
have a very basic service. 

“The new technology is vastly 
improved and will allow them to 
move into the 21st century.”

Now, more than 80 years on, the Dover 
couple have toasted their platinum wedding 
anniversary celebrating 70 years of happy 
marriage. 

The couple, of Godwyne Close, were mar¬ 
ried on July 15, 1938, at what is now The 
Beacon Church and have two sons, Keith 
and Graham, and three grandchildren, 
Veronica, Paul and Chris. 

Four of their six bridesmaids are still alive 
and at 95 and 94 Mr and Mrs Tutthill are 
still blissfully happy, putting it down to 
common interests and “togetherness”. 

Mrs Tutthill said: “We get on very well and 
I think having the same interests has helped 
us have a good marriage. We care for each 
other very much and are thankful to have 
been given so long together.” 

The two have been involved with church 
activities all their lives, with their first meet¬ 
ing being at a Sunday school group when 
they were just children. 

Mrs Tutthill said: “There was a group of us 
that went to church and we all met up each 
week. 
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“I first met my husband when he was ten 
and I was nine. We eventually got together 
years later and were married in our 20s.” 

Before they wed, Mr Tutthill worked at 
Henry Hart’s outfitters in London Road, then 
joined Stillwell and Harby solicitors as a 
clerk where he worked for 25 years. 

He served with the RAF during the Second 
World War and joined the special constab¬ 
ulary, serving for 30 years and becoming 
Special Chief Inspector. 

In 1953, he began work at a firm of solici¬ 
tors in Hythe, retiring in 1978 as a legal 
executive. 

Mrs Tutthill worked at Murdoch’s music 
shop in Biggin Street, Dover, as a secretary 
book-keeper before marrying and in later 
years taught at Sunday school. She was also 
an organist and flower arranger. 

The couple have spent much of their life in 
the voluntary sector, including work with the 
Red Cross trolley at Buckland Hospital and 
at the Hospice Shop. 

Mrs Tutthill said: “Patience and together¬ 
ness have helped us in our marriage.

New Boulogne ferry 
set to sail into port 

CASH totaling £65 million is being poured into 
the port of Boulogne to accommodate the new 
shipping line which will sail into Dover from 
July 1 next year. 

A derelict area of the docks is to be developed 
with cash from Government sources and an 
investment by the town’s Chamber of Commerce. 

Initially one new birth will be provided for 
the initial Louis Dreyfus line ship to operate 
from, but a second will be added later. 

The service will inaugurate the new Ro-Ro 
(roll-on, roll-off) terminal in the Port of Boulogne. 

Construction of the second phase with the 
addition of a second berth will be completed by 
2010. This new dock will be able to accommo¬ 
date conventional ships such as ferries and 
high-speed vessels such as catamarans. 

Francis Leroy, president of the Boulogne 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “This represents 
a significant development for the Port of 
Boulogne and confirms our determination to 
regenerate its activities by becoming a major 
player, particularly in the ever-increasing 
cross-Channel freight market. 

“The Ro-Ro terminal and introduction of the 
LD Lines new cross-Channel service from 
Dover is expected to create 150 new jobs, with 
the majority being in the Port of Boulogne.” 

Freight and tourist traffic, including coaches, 
cars and additional foot passengers, will be 
carried on the new service. 

Four daily return sailings will be provided, 
with a crossing time of one hour 45 minutes 
and the Norman Spirit likely to be confirmed 
as the ship that will be used for the crossings. 

The ship has capacity for 1,850 passengers, 
700 cars and 110 lorries and is currently oper¬ 
ating on the LD Lines Western Channel route 
between Portsmouth and Le Havre. 

LD Lines directeur general Christophe 
Santoni said: “The company’s arrival to the 
short sea cross-Channel market is a major 
expansion for LD Lines and operating to the 
new Boulogne Hub-Port presents excellent 
commercial potential.”

Kent County Show 


MORE than 100,000 people 
flocked to the Kent Show last 
weekend - leaving the organisers 
struggling to cope. 

Thousands of motorists were left fuming as 
they sat in queues of traffic for up to two 
hours to get into the County Showground in 
Detling Hill on Sunday. 

The show’s general manager, David Goff, 
admitted they had been a victim of their own 
success - and had underestimated the num¬ 
ber of families attending the last day of the 
three-day event. 

He put the congestion down to a system of 
temporary traffic lights and road works 
implemented to block off U-tum junctions. 

Mr Goff said: i£ When you have a system, you 
have to run with it.

‘We’re here to promote Scouting and make 


sure people know what it’s all about, which is 
a whole variety of things.” 

The Kent Youth Trials Club had riders 
demonstrating their skills on a dedicated dirt 
track, complete with obstacles at the entrance 
to the heritage area. 

One of its star proteges is seven-year-old 
Ieuan Jones, from Ashford, who has only been 
riding for ten months. 

Dad Tony said: “He loves it - every weekend 
he’s out on the bike, he absolutely adores it 
and spends a couple of days of just solid rid¬ 
ing.

End of the road lor county's tol cash 


KENT residents are losing out in 
cash for roads from the Dartford 
crossing tolls and the system needs to 
change, according to county council¬ 
lors. 

KCC’s Cllr Keith Fenin said the 
crossing charging system needed a 
“radical overhaul” in order for local 
motorists to benefit. 

His call follows news that cash 
received by the county authority 
from tolls is set to stop. 

The Department of Transport is 
proposing a discount scheme for driv¬ 
ers in Dartford to pay a £10 registra¬ 
tion fee in return for 50 free crossings 
a year, due to be introduced in the 


autumn. However, the £1 million a 
year which KCC has been getting 
from the tolls towards planned inte¬ 
grated transport schemes is being 
phased out. 

Cllr Fenin, the cabinet member for 
highways, said: “The Dartford tolls 
don’t reduce congestion, they add to 
it. Motorists are repeatedly held up 
in lengthy queues on both sides and 
residents suffer from noise pollution. 

“While Kent has been receiving £1 
million a year in loan sanctions - 
meaning we have been allowed to 
borrow the money - in future we will 
not even get that. 

“The Government is going to divert 


the cash away from Kent into nation¬ 
al transport projects, while we con¬ 
tinue to suffer. 

“There must be better ways of 
doing this which are of benefit to 
more people in Kent. The charging 
system needs a radical overhaul to 
make it fairer for all. 

“As it stands, residents in 
Gravesend won’t get the benefit from 
the proposed discount even though 
they live four kilometres closer to the 
crossing than people living on the 
Essex side who do qualify. 

“We believe in putting the people of 
Kent first. These proposals seem to 
do the opposite.”

Let's return Le Stink with 
our unique county pong 


WE on the Channel coast again 
find ourselves on the front line of a 
major new threat from our neigh¬ 
bours on the Continent. 

It’s an attack on us, our freedoms to enjoy 
our countryside and, indeed, our very senses. 

I refer of course to the great stink which has 
been rolling in waves across the Channel for 
the past few months. 

It can be smelt right across the county and, 
although it’s at its worst the nearer you are to 
the shoreline, nowhere has really escaped. 

Something is rotten in the state of Europe. 

The bad air which has haunted these shores 
is the result of the prevailing winds. 

Experts say it will soon be gone as pressure 
equalises and the unusual combination of 
events which brought it into being are halted. 

But our spring was ruined on several days 
when it has been impossible to go outside. 

The first time I noticed it was in early April. 
Later that month it returned and it was back 
with a vengeance just the other week during a 


warmish spell before high winds got rid of it. 

There are various fingers pointing at cul¬ 
prits - but it seems we can declare it’s most 
likely to be the French. Or the Germans. 

We do know that it is industrial in origin - 
partly. So the factories of northern France can 
have part of the blame. But the Germans can 
also share responsibility. 

Animal dung from pigs is one source of the 
smell, according to environmental investi¬ 
gators who say their diet has been changed. 

But they do concede there is an unhealthy 
addition of chemical effluent by some factories 
which are taking advantage of lapses in the 
wording of environmental protection bills. 

So what could be worse than French factor¬ 
ies and German hogs? 

By calling up the Met Office, I got to speak to 
someone who seemed to know what they were 
talking about and this is what they told me. 

Apparently the French factories (Le Stink) 
and the German pigs (Der Stinkers) were par¬ 
tially responsible, but there were other factors. 

In fact, the whole lot of them in Europe are 
to blame. I got told by the helpful Met person 


that the smell was the “odour of everyday life 
in northern Europe”. 

It is the pig farms and the factories, but there 
are other equally unpleasant contributors. 

These include the by-products of the manu¬ 
facture of Belgian chocolate, diesel fumes from 
lorries, slurry spread on fields after a winter 
ban in Holland on it being dispersed and many 
thousands of other aromas emanating from 
people, places and things. 

The official explanation is that this all got 
together in one vast cloud high up in the 
atmosphere and the winds then blew it in this 
direction and, as pressure changed, it lost its 
altitude - thus descending on Kent. 

We put up with many things from the Con¬ 
tinent: rubbish beer, aggressive lorry drivers, 
bogus asylum seekers and Plastic Bertrand. 

I suggest we hit back with a traditional 
collection of British smells - gather them all in 
a cloud and blow it over the Channel. 

A combination of pork scratchings, stale real 
ale, Maidstone high street on a Friday night 
and the M20 during Operation Stack should 
do the trick.

The author of 
Murder and 
Crime: Dover 
explains more 
about her trade 
and her love of life 
in Dover 

Could you tell us about yourself? 

I consider myself a writing hack as I like to try many 
different kinds of writing. Besides local history, I 
write non-fiction articles and short stories. I have 
been writing and teaching since the late 80s, although 
last year I retired from lecturing for the University of 
Kent. Another writer, Paul Curd, and I have created a 
project called Word Fountain, responsible for running 
courses in creative writing in Kent. We have a 
residential course in St Mary Hoo in mid-August. 
Details are at http://wordfountain.wordpress.com. 
When and how did you get into writing? 

I wrote a book about women in business in 1988 
since I had first-hand experience of running a small 
stationery and printing business at a time when this 
was a male-orientated industry. I felt I had an unusual 
perspective on the trials of women wanting to get on 
in the business world - it wasn't so easy for us in 
those days. Shortly after, I wrote a novel, Surrogate 
Lover. The two were published within one month of 
each other and both were translated into other 
languages. It was beginners' luck, or so I was told. I'd 
been beavering away at writing for years, but no one 
seems to realise that. 

What did you enjoy most about writing Murder 
and Crime: Dover? 

I love Dover, its colour and history. There are other 
places more beautiful, but few can claim to be more 
interesting than this busy port with its amazing castle 
and many styles of architecture. The best thing about 
writing the book was the range of historical and 
criminal characters I encountered in the process and 
plenty of interesting stuff about the military and the 
crimes committed by soldiers and the prostitutes who 
depended on them.

MERYL Streep is best 
known for her serious 
roles in films like Out Of 
Africa, so it’s really quite 
hard to imagine her as a 
flamboyant Lycra-clad 
blonde, belting out Super 
Trouper and other camp 
Abba numbers. 

But this is exactly the surpris¬ 
ing transformation the two-time 
Oscar-winner has undergone for 
one of this summer’s brightest 
blockbusters - the film adapt¬ 
ation of the hit musical Mamma 
Mia! 

When we meet at an elegant 
hotel in London, Streep is looking 
her usual demure self - but she’s 
mischievous and keen to dispel 
the idea that she’s out of place in 
musicals.

It was right after 
September 11 and everyone was 
feeling really low and I thought 
What am I going to do with all 
these kids?’,” she says. 

“I saw an ad in the New York 
Times and it said ‘new British 
musical’ and something about 
‘buoyant fun’ and I thought ‘Boy! 
I’m there’. 

“I took the kids and we were all 
dancing in the aisles and down 
the street. I bought the album and 
sang the songs for two years.” 

The actress, who has four child¬ 
ren with her husband of almost 
30 years Don Gummer, admits 
she was apprehensive about her 
now grown-up offspring seeing 
their mum in psychedelic 1970s 
gear for some of the big retro 
dance numbers. 

“I was nervous, but then I 
showed them all the stills and 
they’ve already had their mortifi¬ 
cation moment about me wearing 
spandex. 

“We have to get over this,” she 
says with a laugh. “I can’t wait for 
them to see it. It’s as if we’ve all 
done it for our daughters. 

“My son will be appalled, but I 
think he’ll actually like it because 
he’s a musician and he’ll get a 
kick out of it.”

IT may be a cliche, but as I gazed 
toward the sprinkling of tiny islands 
across the mauve waters reflecting 
the sunlight of the bay, I really could 
have been anywhere in the world. 

Yet I was just 28 miles off the coast of main¬ 
land Britain, standing under a palm tree on one 
of the isle of Tresco’s amazing beaches.

As I enjoyed 
a divine meal gazing across Long Point to 
Foreman’s Island while the sun turned the sky 
red, I truly felt Stilly was unbeatable. 

Tresco is the island of choice for many holiday¬ 
makers with its beaches, country walks, spectac¬ 
ular botanical gardens and lifestyle. 

And the Flying Boat Club, with its restaurant 
bar, pool and spa, offers all the facilities of a first- 
class hotel for people staying in the club’s beach 
houses and cottages. 

So why are you flying halfway around the 
world for island isolation, spectacular scenery, 
exceptional service and escape from the crush of 
other holidaymakers?

New homes from old 

Scheme has seen almost 500 properties brought back to use

Cooperation could 
help house market 

THE Home Builders Federation wants 
the Government to do more to help pro¬ 
vide affordable homes to buyers across 
the UK. 

Executive chairman Stewart Baseley 
said any moves in this direction would go 
someway to boosting the country’s prop¬ 
erty market and provide greater confi¬ 
dence for both sellers and buyers. 

He said that it was only the private 
sector which could help in this area by 
delivering homes which were at the right 
price for those looking to buy and minis¬ 
ters should ensure that they work as 
closely as possible with developers to 
assist them in any way possible. 

“This will bring much needed confi¬ 
dence to the market,” said Mr Baseley. 

Housing minister Caroline Flint has 
unveiled moves in this direction with 
£270 million released through the 
Housing Corporation to build new 
homes. 

The federation called this “a step in the 
right direction” but added more needs to 
be done. 

Government targets for new homes 
include a total of 240,000 to be built 
across the UK each year by 2016. 

Stable interest rate 
predicted by analyst 

INTEREST rates in the UK will remain 
on hold at five per cent until the end of 
this year according to a leading 
economist. 

Ross Walker of the Royal Bank of 
Scotland said the trend of rising infla¬ 
tion rates and a weakening economy 
will keep rates stable for the next five 
months at least. 

He said in reference to decision mak¬ 
ing in today’s economic climate: “The 
Monetary Policy Committee is stuck like 
the proverbial rabbit in the headlights.” 

But he added he felt there would be 
movement next year, most likely in the 
first quarter. 

The Bank of England, which oversees 
interest rates in the UK, is looking at 
how best to combat the credit crunch 
which has combined with high oil prices 
and increased food prices to cause the 
economic downturn. 

The final decision on interest rates is 
the responsibility of the bank’s 
Monetary Policy Committee which 
agreed last week to hold rates at five 
per cent. 


A PLAN which is helping to create 
new homes across the county by 
bringing long-term empty proper¬ 
ties back into use has exceeded its 
delivery target. 

Following a pioneering programme it has 
spread countywide and is aimed at renovating 
derelict properties - which are both useless 
and an eyesore 

Launched in 2005, No Use Empty - the Kent 
Empty Property Initiative started as a part¬ 
nership between Kent County Council and 
East Kent coastal authorities including Dover, 
Shepway and TTianet. 

Research had earlier revealed they had a 
large number of empty homes. 

New figures just released reveal that in the 
past three years, almost 500 properties have 
been brought back into use as new, good quality 
homes and the remaining district councils from

across the county have joined the initiative. 

The initial three-year target for the number 
of empty properties to be returned to use was 
372, and this figure has been surpassed by 
more than 30 per cent, with a total of 487 
vacant properties given a new lease of life and 
tinned into a home. 

Roger Gough, cabinet member for regenera¬ 
tion at KCC, said: “Empty houses are a 
scourge on our local communities, preventing 
investment and regeneration, devaluing sur¬ 
rounding properties, attracting anti-social 
behaviour and depriving people of a much- 
needed home.

“This success is a great testimony to the 
hard work and dedication of the No Use 
Empty project team, but especially the empty 
property officers from across the local district 
councils. 

“The initiative has been widely praised 
across the UK as a unique partnership 
between county and local councils and is a 
blueprint for other councils in the country to 
follow.” 

David Ireland, chief executive of the Empty 
Homes Agency, said: “No Use Empty has more 
than lived up to its early promise.
